Washington, Jan. 1.—Wiatr is being 
waged in United States today. Officers 
of the general staff in Washington are 
maneuvering hundreds of thousands of 
United States troops about the imagi- 
nary theater of conflict. 
' In actual war the modem general is 
probably some 20 miles in the rear of 
the firing line. He has about him only a 
few aides, and in front of him the map. 
Orders to his regiments go out by wire, 
and reports of theii- successes and fail- 
'tires come in>,the same way 


In the "kriè^piel"'(war game) room 
of the war college at Washington, the 
officers of the general staff engage in 
warfare of the . same kind. 
Only in- 
stead of having. . telephone : and tele- 
graph wires to. the/firing lino they re- 
ceived verbal reports from the umpires. 
J .,To win his batilea the modem com- 
mander must know his terrain perfect- 
ly, and ,to do that he must be able to 
read maps with the 
unfailing 
skill 
which conies only.from hard, constant 
practice at the war game. 


Th«t is why. the United Statet ofli- 
eers are. practicing it almost 'daily at 
Washington. It is generally played by 
two at * time, 
one the ."Red" com- 
mander, the other the "Blue." At the 
opening of ^stilitiea eabh . la provided 
with a written statement of die sup-;

the enemy's movements and plans, and

essentials of Napoleon' 
success.

And it is in precisely these essentials 
that the United States army officers 
playing the war game are trained. 


They must know exactly How many 
minutes it will take each kind of arm- 
ed force ùnâer them to travel a mile, 
and must mako the. proper allowances 
for the nature 
of the ground to be 
covered. 


When the Red general has . given out 
his orders, he leaves the room, the new 
alignment of his troops, ' marked by 
Ê 
ins on the map, is covered, and the 
ilue general is given his diance. 
When the engagement is terminated, 
all the officers are assembled around the 
map, the umpires give their decisions 
and criticisms, and a genral discussion 
follows. 


It may come out, for. instance, that 
the Red general could never have ad- 
vanced his artillery^ across the plowed 
land to the brow of the hill in so short 
a time as he pretended to; or that he 
ordered his infantry to ford the stream 
in a place or to capture a hill which 
turned out to be/an unscalablo preci- 
pice.

The. only difference Wween this and 
real war is that J:ho general learns of 
his mistakes through oral criticism, and 
not by word in the mouth of a gallop- 
ing courier that his regiment was an- 
nihilated while trying to.ford the river. 


But the lesson is ; just as effectual, 
and when the United 
States general 
staff goes to.it in a real war if such.be- 
falls, the skill acquired in playing the 
war game in the quiet of the war. col- 
lege will loom largo aa an element of 
•victory.

Petrograd, Via 
London, 
Jan. 1.— 
(7:35 a. m.)—The last appeal against 
Ilussia's prohibition decree failed Thurs- 
day when the councils of Petrograd and 
Moscow rejected a petition to authorize 
the récommencement of the sa,le of beer 
and light wines. The recent final order 
to discontinue the sale of all alcoholic 
drinks was issued ^vith the reservation 
that the city councils should have the 
right to appeal for an authorization of 
the recommencement of the sale of three 
per cent, beer and light wines. 


The final prohibition order was so un- 
expectedly issued that there was no op- 
portunity to provide a stock against the 
coming period of abstinence. 
Between 
six and eight o'clock in the evening thé 
merchants 
received 
instructions that 
next day there would be absolute pro- 
hibition and hence there was no chance 
to give warning to ea^er customers ivho, 
on a 
false 
alarm 
previously spread 
abroad, 
lined the 
streets 
for hours 
awaiting their turn to squeeze into the 
crowded wine shops. 


The liquor dealers, restaurant keepers, 
wine growers and distillers brought all 
possible influence to bear on the city 
councils for authorization to sell beer 
and light wines, assisted by theorists, 
who, while approving 
of 
general so- 
briety, thought that abstinence should 
come more gradually and that the sud- 
den cessation of the use of all alcohol 
would have an ioijurious effect. But de- 
spite these influences and the fact that 
not one per cent, of the members of the 
city councils were teetotallers, the coun- 
cil's rejected the petition by a vote of 
ratio of more than 4 to 1. 


Emperor Nicholas visited the army 
front today.

itv of messenger. 
By his sA-st.ematic 
industry, his constant watchfulness and 
fidelity to the interests of the bank, his 
superior business quaiifu-ations. his ab- 
solute integrity, high moral character 
and exemplary 
citizenship, he Gained 
and commanded the esteem and conli- 
dence of the bank's officers, its custom- 
ers and the 
community 
in which he 
lived: and Avon and merited his succes- 
sive adA-ancemehts to the positions of 
bookkeeper, 
teller, assistant 
cashier, 
cashier and finally the important ofScc 
of vice president of the bank. 
Thus 
educated in banking in the school of 
practical experience, he mastered not 
only the routine and intricate details of 
the business, but as well .the fundamen- 
tal principles of good banking. 
From 
boyhood to the full ripeness of his splen- 
did manhood, he devoted his whole life- 
work to the best interests of this bank. 
For the maintenance of safe and sound 
banking he was an influential and posi- 
tive power. 
He was active in the pro- 
motion and advancement of the good 
influence of the Indiana State Bankers' 
association 
and 
attained 
high 
rank 
among the bankers of the state." 


"His views of life and business were 
broad 
and 
sagacious, 
forcefully 
and 
courageously 
expressed. 
In 
thought, 
speech and action he Ava.s direct and sin- 
cere. 
He abhorred everj- form of deceit 
and hypocrisy. 
With firmness in the 
right 
he spoke tlie truth always and 
unhesitatingly, as God gave him 
tho 
light to see the truth. 
He was a gentle 
and unusually tender-hearted man, and 
his directness of speech and action Avas 
the result of an aggressive, intellectual 
and moral integrity. 
'How happy is he bom and t«ught 


That serveth not another's Avill; 
Whose armour is his honest thought 
And simple tnith his utmost skill." 
He Avas neat, but not extravagant in 
dress, courtly 
in 
manner, polite and 
always dignified; but he was not proud. 
He Avas by nature modest, reserved, sen- 
sitive, unpretentious, sympathetic 
and 
generous to the faults and misfortune 
of others. 


"Tho' modest, on his unembarrass'd 
brow 


Nature had written 'Gentleman.'" 


'He had the faculty of Avinning and 
holding the esteem and perfect confi- 
dence of all Avho knew him. 
He AA-as 
truly good, noble and honest man; and 
the simplicity and purity of his life 
and character, his industry 
and con 
scientious fidelity to every duty, may 
Avell serA-e as inspiration to the younger 
men of the community and especially to 
those engaged in the business of bank- 
ing. 
He gave little—t^o 
little—time 
to recreation and the pleasures of life.

on Passenger 
Traffic 


[nteresting Figures Show 
Income of Vast Systems 
f)rom This Source is Less 
Than One Per Cent, on 
Investment. 


While an entirely »»ti«f»otory baaio 
for the diviaion of operaMng expense» 
and cost of road between the freight and 
passenger departments of a railroad hsis 
not been arrived at, it can be stated 
with assurance that the net return to 
Pennsylvania, New York Central and. 
New Haven on an estimated aggregate 
inveatmeoit in road and equmment de- 
voted to passenger service of approxi- 
mately $650,000,000 ia not mudi over 
$6,000,000 per annum. 
In other words, 
the inoome on the funds invested in the 
plant for moving 200,000,000 passengers 
a year is probably leaa than 1 per cent. 
On account of the 
improved 
service 
which has been demanded 
in recent 
years and the low rates which prevail, 
the passenger business, in the muids of 
eastern railroad men especially, stands 
as a leading example of unremunerative 
service.

New Haven carries more passengers 
than any steam railroad in the ooimtry. 
Chairman Elliott states that the reve- 
nues from the passenger business just 
about cover operating 
expenses 
and 
taxes and leave no balance to be ap- 
plied to the investment which the road 
has in passenger plant. 


A careful analysis of train revenues on 
the New Haven discloses the alarming 
situation of 62 per cent, of all New Ha- 
ven passenger trains earning less than 
one dollar a train mile. 
A train t ^ t 
does not earn seventy-flve cents a mile, 
luilroad officers believe, does not do 
more than cover bare transportation ex- 
penses, that is, wages of the train crow, 
fuel, oil and a few other minor coste. 


In other words five-eighths of the pas- 
senger trains on the New Haven not 
only earn nothing on the investment 
which they represent, but do not- even 
contribute an3rthing toward maintenance 
of road and equipment, general and traf- 
fic expenses and taxes. And 32 per cent, 
of all New Haven passenger trams earn 
leaa than fifty cents a mile. 
In ten 
months ended April, operating earoenscs 
and taxes per train mile (both freight 
and passenger) was $2.11, and transpor- 
tation expenses $1.J4.

The averago rcven\ie per train mile on 
the. New Haven wa,s only 5 o/'nta greater 
in .1913 than in 1910, notwitlistanding 
the gi-eatly increased cost of operating 
passenger trains due to wage increase.s, 
use of steel cars, greater terminal costs, 
etc. 


.Just how much the wages of passenger 
train crews have increased on the New 
Haven since 1910 has not been made 
known, but a careful computation by an- 
other eastern road, which was recently 
published in these columns, showed that 
the payroll of a normal passenger train 
in iSlarch, 1914, was 40.2 per cent great-

Even t h o u ^ differences of opinion may 
prevail as to the allocation of expenses, 
the striking trend in the past five years 
in Pennsylvania's passenger profits can- 
not be disputed, as the same method of 
division has prevailed throughout 
ths 
period. 
Bincé 1907 net earnings from 
freight business have increased $11,030,- 
774 and net from passenger ^ i n e s s de- 
creased $5,135,408. 


The heavy commutation traffic at the 
New York terminals, and at the Boston 
end, too, in the case of the New Havsn, 
practically wipes out what mroflt there 
might be in the longer haul business. It 
must be admitted t£at much of the lo- 
cal commutation business is done at ex- 
tremely low rates whidi bear no rela- 
tion to costs of the service. 
On the 
New Haven 48 per cent, of 
passen- 
gers carried travel on commutation or 
trip tickets, and in the case of the New 
York Central 32 per cent. The average 
cost of over 30 
cents 
per 
p^senger 
through the Grand Central terminal (in- 
cluding yard expense out of Woodlawn) 
to the New Haven, absorbs the total 
passenger fare from New York to New 
Rochelle. 


Railroad Taxes in the East. 


As an aggravation - to earning prac- 
tically nothing on their tremendous in- 
vestments in passenger plsnt on account 
of carrying passengers at the 
lowest 
rates, New York Central, New Haven 
and Pennsylvania, because of the value 
of their property, pay the highest rate 
of taxes of any road. 
The taxes per 
mile of railroad in the states served by 
these three systems are the highest of 
any states in the union and from dou- 
ble to treble the averages of the coun- 
try. 


For the roads of the cmmtry as a 
whole, the passenger business Is rela- 
tively unimportant, 
per cent, of their 
revenues being derived from the trans- 
portation of freight. The eastern roads 
bear the brunt of the passenger business 
and the demands of modem travel have 
fallen most heavily on them. Tlie New 
Haven's passenger business, for instance, 
yields more gross revenue 
than 
the 
freight.

The Pennsylvania. 


The Pennsylvania ia one of the few 
roads which has in force a system of 
accounting wherebj' expenses are divided 
between the freight and passenger bxisi- 
nesH. 
Its ratio of operating expenses 
and taxes to total revenues in the pas- 
senger department in 1913 was 92.4 per 
cent.

increases In wages, has been perhaps the 
most important item in cutting down 
the profitableness of passenger business. 
This factor has worked not only through 
the increased cost of equipment, but also 
through the added weight to 
hauled 
and maintained. A 70-coach on the New 
Yôrk 
Central 
in 
1913 
cost 
$10,860 
and weighed 10S,000 pounds. 
In 1910 
a coach with the same capacity cost $17,- 
060 and weighed 148,000 pounds. 
This 
represents an increase of 57 per cent, 
in cost and 32 per cent, in weight. The 
added weights means more motive pow- 
er, heavier ballast, rails, bridges, «te. 


After a fixed point the resistance of 
a train is in d i ^ t proportion to its 
weight. 
The Pennsylvania found 'that 
a train of over seven steel cars was too 
much for the ordinarjy type locomotive, 
and an additional engine had to be used, 
necessitating the wages of an extra en- 
gineman, fireman, higher fuel bill, etc. 
Larger locomotives mxist be tised if an 
"extra" is not added, and it costs more 
to maintain a heavy locomotive than a 
lighter one. 


Accurate information regarding 
the 
comparative maintenance cost of steel 
and wooden ears per unit of service is 
not yet available as it is only during 
a period of five or six years at the most 
that steel equipment has been in regular 
use. 
Definite averages will 
not 
be 
known until some of the steel cars have 
been scrapped for age. 


Heavy, high-speed 
passenger 
trains 
need stronger roadway. 
Prior to 1909, 
eight to twelve inches' was the standard 
•lepth of ballast on the Pennsylvania. 
Since that time It has been necessary to 
increase it to eighteen inches. 
Whersas 
sixteen times to a thirty-threo-foot ndl 
wns customary, now eighteen are used, 
making a difference of 320 ties to the 
mile. 
Also, the average price of ties 
used for repairs has inci-eased from 76.6 
cents to 84.5 cents. 
While the initial 
cost of improvement work is for the 
most part charged to capital, still this 
must be paid out of operating revenues. 


Appliances and devices of safety in 
crease the railroad repair bill on inter- 
locking plates, block signals, etc. 
In 
numerous ways down to the use of the 
screw-spike instead of the ordinary one^ 
heavier tie-plates and the like, the cost 
of maintaining a railroad has b m m e in- 
creasingly expensive on account of the 
faster and heavier trains used in mod- 
ern passenger serrlci. There Is, too, the 
more general nss of Pullman sex^co, 
in which a oar weighing much mtvo than 
the regular car carries half as many 
people. 
The dead weight pw- passenger 
is more than dottble. 


The movement of "hiUMui freight" has 
always been considered by many mll- 
road men a "necessary evll," and admit- 
tedly is less profitable than the trans- 
portation of fnUht. tn the pact it has 
been a mse of leitlnf the frelghi «nd 
of tha bialnMs, c u ^ the load of the 
^enslTB pasMinger serrlco, but with 
the inereased operating expense« of r«- 
cent years and stationary rate, this bur- 
den hat bMom« ft most serious one.
